The firects were croud- 
ed with people, and particularly that where Sir 
Hotace Mann's houfe flands, where his Royal 
Highnefs condefcended to lodge. A few mi- 
nutes after his arrival there, a proper guard 
was fent to his door ; and the officer who com+ 
manded it, being admitted to the Duke’s pre- 
fence, reteived his Royai Highnef’s thanks, 
and the guard was difmified.

mantics adorned with goid lace, went to the 
Dome between nine and ten in the morning. 
The Emperor and the King of the Romans, 
preceded ty 2 numerous train, repsired thi 
ther an hour after. Their Majeftics were re- 
ceived at the gate by their Electoral Highnedies. 
The Trabans of Saxony being pofted as a 
guardthere. ‘The church was bung with rich 
tapeftry, reprefenting the great actions of che 
Emperors of the Auguft Houle of Auftria. Be 
fore the gate of the choir wzs an altar richly 
adorned ; on the right hand ef which was the 
Emperor’s throne; on the left, that of the 
Eicctor; and oppofite, that of the Kinz of 
the Romans. The feats of the two other 
Electors, and for the Pleniputentiaries, were 
ranged about in a half-circle. The corona- 
was performed by his Liectoral Highnefs 

t@, with the ceremonics prefcribed by 
don Bail. “ Te 
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“¢ Towards two in the afternoon, the Em - 
peror and the King of the Romans quitted the 
ciurch, and, according to cuftom, returned 
on foot, under a fuperb canopy, to Romer- 
berg ; and during the proceffion 300 pieces of 
cannon were fired, The new King was cloath- 
ed with the ornaments of Royalty, the crown 
upon his head, feepter in his hand, and an- 
tique fli covered with pearls, on his 
feet. Bing arrived at the Hotcl-de- Ville, 
their Majefties fat down to cable, and were 
ferved by the refpeétive reprefentatives of the 
Eleciors, and by the other great officers of 
the Empire, each performing the funGions of 
his poft. At the end of the repaft, they. went 
to one of the wiridowsof the great hall to fee 
the guid and Giver medals thrown amongft the 
people ; and at feven im the evening they re- 
turned to their palaces.

** Laft week fevera!l Indian Tracks were feen in 
the woods, betwixt this place and Juniatta. Some 
few of the innabicants, who had gone to their plag- 
tations oa that creek to-fow corn, were attacked 
By a party of Indians; one of whom was kified?, 
byt on the ochers returning thé Gite, the Indians 
went_of¢ and carried 2 woman with chem, that 
they had taken the evening before. On the Firt 
of this month, a man at Mr. Armitroug’s planta- 
tion, about half .2 mile from this Fort, who went 
ia the morning to take care of bis cattle, was fired 
on and thor thro’ the arm, but did not fre thofe 
who fred on him. Next day, about fix miles be- 
low this Po, a man was killed and fealped, and 
his wife, and four fme!i children, carried off: Par- 
ties followed their tracks to the moventain, but 
there lot them. This day, about eleven o'clock, 
one of the inhabitents came to inform me, thar 
about four miles down the creek that paffes thro’ 
this place, three families were cot off, and their 
habitations burgg. | smmediately fent an offices 
with a frong party, along with a number of the in- 
habitants, armed, to_endeavowr coming up with 
the Indians, Or to make difeoveries, Fie is juit 
retarned, and aequaints me, that three familic:, 
ccnfitting of 13 ‘ons, were killed, their hovfes 
burnt down, that feveral of the dead bocies 
were foend in the roins almoft bernt to afbes, 
which he baried: he afterwards made a large cir- 
cait in the gos eer ng doe el Ae} 
the enemy ; bat found a few thi 
to the killed, which the Indians had taken away. 
Some of the inhebitants are fill in purfuit, but om 
afraid there is little probability of fuccefs, a: the 
tracks were very indiftin@. One lad efcaped, be 
fays the Indian party was aboot twenty ¢ that they 
fired feveral thot after him ; and that he faw his 
father and mother knocked down with tomahocks, 
before he ran off. Thefe alarms have intimidated =.

The following Receipt for pickling Beef, Pork, Mat- 
ton, &c. har he ot, gad geod, bas been 
found by vepeated experience, to answer in the 
bette? climates; partitularly in the Eaft-Incies, 


by the officers im the on under the command 
ef ddnzrai Sir George Pocock ; and from ene of 
bis officers, mow a ¢ im in the navy, we bave 
procured it for the public benefit. 
JAKE four gallons of good water, to which add 
one pound and an half of mafcovado fugar, 
two ounces of falt petre, and-fix pounds of bay or 
common fale ; put the whole into a clean pot or 
kettle, and let ix boil, being careful to take all the 
feum off as it comes up ; when no more feom 
rifes, take the liquor off, and le: it ftand till “it is 
cold; then having put the meat you want to pre- 
ferve, into the veiicl you intend to keep itin, 
pour the liquor over till the meat be quite cover- 
ed, in which condition itmelt be kept. Beef pre- 
{erved in this moncer, h en taken out of the 
pickle after lying m ic ¢ and been found 
as cood as if noc falsed three days 3 and 
at the fame time, as tender as a chick. 

If you inread to preferve your meet for a confi- 
derable leng:h of time, it will be necefi.ty, once 
f2 two months, to boil the pickie over agoin, feum- 
ming off ail thot rifes, and throwing in curing the 
boiling, two ougces of foger, and nsf 2 pound of 
tommon falt. ‘Thus, the fame pickie will hold 
good for twelve months. 

This pickle is incomparable to care hams, neats 
tongses, or beef which you intend to dry, or make 
what is hung beef, obferving when yoa 
take them out of the pickle, “&:i to clean and dry 
them, then put them im paper bags, and hang 
them up in a dry warm place.
